Vis- 
count French, in which he reviews briefly 
the work of the past year, since he assumed 
the Command-in-Chief of the Home Forces, 
For information éxcept of the most general 
character upon the subject of home defence 
ws shall have to wait—unless a “German 
imvasion or raid should intervene to. throw 
light upon it—until the war is over. 
There is probably no subject upon which 
the enemy. would ‘be more grateful for 
exact information than our dispositions for 
home defence; for it isin the later stages of 
the war, when their situation is desperate, 
that the enemy will have the strongest in- 

centive to test the efficiency of that de- 
fence. In the meantime we may be satis- 
fied that the security of these islands 
against invasion is as safe as human fore- 
sight can make it in the hands of Viscount 
French. Our defensive arrangements, 
since they passed into his hands, have 
already been subjected to a severe test’ by 
last year's rebellion in Ireland. Viscount

Viscount French's despatch is published 
not inappropriately on the morrow of 
President Wilson’s address to the United 
States Senate. It reveals the wide gulf 
which separates a people who confront 
an armed and deadly enemy across the 
North Sea from a people who live in peace: 
ful neutrality beyond the safe distance of 
the Atlantic Ocean. One passage in the 
address may profitably be read in connec- 
tion, with the despatch which presents a 
severe picture of the United Kingdom as a 
country engaged in a serious task of self- 
defence. One of the conditions of Mr. 
Wilson’s assent to the strengthening of an 
international League of Peace by the 
United States is universal acceptance 
of . the doctrine of “the freedom 
of the seas.” No passage in his speech 

as' been received with greater disfavour 
by the, Allied countries or with greater 
delight by the enemy countries—and for a 
sufficiént reason. Germany’ 8 quarrel with 


quarrel based on the hard facts of 
geography. The United Kingdom, as a 
geographical unit, occupies one of the 
world's most vital strategic areas. It 
blocks the sea routes between Germany 
and all the rest of the world. It has only 
tc control the sea defiles between the north 
of Scotland and the coast of Norway, on 
the one hand, and between the south-east 
corner of England and the northern coast 
of France, on the other, and Germany 
is effectually prohibited from all 
intercourse with other nations. This is 
the capital advantage which Mr. Wilson 
invites. us to forego. This is the capital 


loss of a destroyer in the North Sea, offset 
on this occasion by the sinking of a German 
destroyer, reminds us—which, above all 
else, is contributing to the breaking-down 
of Germany's resistance under the relent- 
less pressure of the blockade. This, above 
all else, in consequence, is the reason for 
Germany’s savage enmity against Great 
Britain. This is the reason why Great 
Britain lies under a perpetual threat of 
invasion and the perpetual exposure to 
bombardment from the sea and from the 
sky which is described -in- Viscount 
French's despatch, We are invited to sur- 
render our most valuable weapon against 
an enemy who, because he is unable to 
deprive us of it, retaliates upon us by 
using his naval and air forces, when occa- 
sion offers, to attack and destroy the 
innocent non-combatant population of 
these islands. 

it is with the lawless spirit of Germany 
to which Viscount French's despatch ap- 
propriately recalls. attention that the 
Allies’ quarrel is mortal. That spirit 
must be exorcised from the life of Europe 
if Europe is hereafter to enjoy any hope of 
being able to tive ga peace. It can only 


the field. That victory is a cardinal condi- 
tion of peace is the assured conviction of 
the people which has lived for two and a 
half years of war exposed to all the out- 
rages that the reckless malice of Ger- 
many could contrive. Our people knows 
Germany for what she is; and because it’ 
knows Germany for what she is it can re- 
ceive-with nothing but impatienee the 
enunciation, from the other side of the 
Atlantic, of President Wilson's latest 
formula“ a peace without victory.” The 
predigious distance which separates Mr. 
Wilson s dreams from the realities of the 
situation is best exhibited in the single 
concrete example which he introduced into 
his speech. He takes it for granted that 

“statesmen everywhere are agreed that 
there should be a united, independent,-and 
autonomous Poland.’’ No assumption 
could be more violently in conflict with 
the facts. The Allies are agreed, and have 
publicly put on record their agreement, 
that, in accordance with the principle of 
nationality which they assert,: Poland 
should be given such a status. No such 
principle is admitted by the enemy. They 
stand íor a Poland neither united nor 
Germany keeps Posen 
under her own rule; Austria keeps Galicia 
under hers. The simulacrum of autonomy 
is offered to Russian Poland alone for the 
purpose of providing them with a new field 
of recruitment, in flagrant violation of the 
right which, as Mr, Wilson asserts, pro- 
hibits any Power from “ handing peoples 
about from potentate to potentate as if 
they were property.”

Lord Mayors of Dublin, 


Yesterday Alderman O'Neill was chosen 
unanimously to be Lord Mayor of Dublin 
for the coming year. We have only one 
comment to make on his melodramatic 
speech of thanks. It did not contaim a 
single reference to the municipal duties 
and responsibilities of his new office. The 
details of Mr. O'Neill's career, and his 
political opinions, may have a consuming 
interest for his friends, but the ratepayers 
are thinking about such commonplace 
matters as the new rates and the proved 
incapacity and extravagance of municipal 
adniinistration. They are anxious to know 
whether Mr. O'Neill will strive hard for 
necessary and possible economies during 
his year of office, and will do his best to 
correct the abuses which are now rampant 
at the City Hall. He was silent on these 
points, and we can only hope that he in- 
tends to be an efficient and conscientious 
Lord Mayor of Dublin. We shall be quite 
content if Mr. O'Neill models his conduct 
on that of the Councillor whom he now 
succeeds. We have been honest critics 
of the Dublin Corporation, and it gives us 
much pleasure to pay our slight tribute to 
the services of the outgoing Lord Mayor, 
Mr. Gallagher, during his two years in the 
civic chair. Mr. Gallagher did not swim 
into office on a torrent of eloquence. He 
is, we believe, a convinced Nationalist, but, 
s> far as we know, he has never been eager 
to advertise his political opinions. He 
has devoted his considerable ability to the 
interests of the citizens as a whole, and 
has done as much as one brush could do to 
cleanse the Augean stable on Cork Hill. 
Mr. Gallagher has not been, afraid to 
criticise the shortcomings of the Corpora- 
tion: he was, we think, the first person 
who exposed the scandal of the Stanley 
street workshops. He is an excellent man 
of affairs, and has left the citizens much 
in his debt by his strenuous work in the 
settlement of the problems which were an 
aftermath of the Rebellion. The. recon- 
struction scheme owes more to him than 
to any other man in Dublin. He has been 
a tolerant Lord Mayor, who has made the 
Mansion House a centre of good works for 
the, poor of the city and for war charities ; 
and he has done something to revive the 
Rospitable traditions of that. establish- 
ment. The rate-paying citizens of Dublin 
will be sorry to lose Mr. Gallagher as 
Lord Mayor. Mr. O'Neill will not have 
done badly if his departure from office is 
received with anything like an equal 
measure of general regret.-

BOYLE MEDAL PRESENTATION. 


At a scientific meeting of the Royal Dublin 
Society held yesterday at Leinster House, 
Proféssor Henry H. Dixon, 8c.D., F.R.8., of 
Dublin University, was presented with the So- 
ciety’s Boyle Medal by the President, Lord 
Rathdonnell, .F.R.8., who took the chair. 

The Registrar, Mr. R. Moss, at the outset of 
the proceedings, read the report of the Science 
Committee upon the world-famous investigations 
by Professor Dixon into his tension’ theory of 
the ascent of sap in trees, a problem of long 
standing. The report stated that the theory 
has been generally accepted, and also that 
Professor Dixon introduced the experimental 
method of teaching botanical! science into Dub- 
lin University. 

Sir Frederick Moore remarked that Professor 
Dixon had had tne mee W to attack a problem 
which was in an unsatisfactory condition, He 
theught the theory would stand.

[OFFICIAL.] 

The Secretary of the Admiralty issued the 
following last evening :— 

Last night, whilst our light forces were 
patrolling in the North Sea, not far from 
the Dutch coast, they met a division of 

_ enemy torpedo-boat destroyers. 

A short encounter took place, during which 
one of the enemy torpedo-boat destroyers 
was sunk. i 

The rest scattered, having suffered consider. 
able punishment. Darkness prevented 
the full results of the action from being 
observed. 

During this night there was also a short and 
sharp engagement between enemy 
torpedo-boat destroyers and our own 
destroyers in the vicinity of the 
Schouwen Bank. 

During this engagement one of our torpedo- 
boat destroyers was struck by a torpedo, 
the explosion killing three officers and 
forty-four men of the crew. She was 
subsequently sunk by our own ships. 
The relatives have been informed. 

Our ships suffered no other casualties. 


GERMAN WOUNDED 
BROUGHT TO YMUIDEN. 


(PRESS ASSOCIATION WAR SPECIAL.) 
YMUIDEN, TweEspay. 

This morning ten severely wounded German 
sailors were brought here by a fishing vessel. It 
seems that the wounded were taken on board 
the fishing vessel at the request of the Com- 
mander of a German torpedo boat, and came 
originally from a seriously damaged vessel oft 
Ymuiden. Shortly before a German torpedo 
boat was seen proceeding full speed  north- 
wards. There appears to have been a naval 
encounter south of Ymuiden between twelve 
German, ten English destroyers, and other smali 


h craft. 


A later message says that a German torpedo 
boat, which is in a badly damaged condition, is 
lying just off Ymuiden. She is the V 69, be- 
longing to a German torpedo boat flotilla. 

According to the report of a wounded sailor 
this boat belonged to the flotilla of Zeebrugge, . 
which was surprised by a British naval force. 
On board the V 69 there are a great number 
of dead and wounded. It is supposed that the 
English Fleet has cut off another German tor- 
pedo boat, which about eleven o'clock was seen 
proceeding at full speed northwards, V 69 is 
flagship of the flotilla. 


SEVEN GERMAN SHIPS 
REPORTED SUNK. 
(PRESS ASSOCIATION WAR SPECIALS.) 

YMUIDEN, Twvespay. 

According to later reports. it appears that 
some German torpedo boats attempted last 
night to leave Zeebrugge in order to avoid the 
ice, which is very thick. They are reported to 
have been immediately attacked by a large 
British squadron. The action opened at very 
short range, and early in the fight the bridge 
of the German torpedo destroyer V 69 was 
swept away by a direct hit, which killed the 
commander and two officers. V_ 69 fired one 
torpedo, and was then hit by another British 
shell, which knocked her funnel flat on the deck. 

Another shell put a hole in the front part of 
the vessel. Her guns appear to have been un- 
damaged. The crew consisted of about sixty 
men. 

From the statements of the latter it appears 
that seven other German vessels were sunk. 
The. veasels belonged to the Home Fleet. 
With regard to the number of killed on board 
the V 69, it-is stated that four more were killed, 
including her commander, Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Boehm. There was also on board Com- 
mander Schultz, commander of the flotilla, who 
was killed. 
The German officers refuse to give informa- 
tion regarding the engagement, location, or 
strength of the flotilla. 

AMSTERDAM, Tvespar. 
According to further reports from Ymuiden, a 
German destroyer, with a me number of 
wounded on board, is standing off the pier 
there. The wounded are now. being brought 
ashore. 
A story at present rife states that a number 
of German destroyers left Zeebrugge and at- 
tempted to go northwards, when they were 
suddenly surprised by British warships. 
The Handelsblad has received from Ymuiden 
the following report, related by one of the crew 
of the Dutch tagboat Ems, which brought a 
number of German wounded into Ymuiden :'— 

This morning about nine o'clock the Ems was 
hailed by a German destroyer, which asked her 
to take on board ten badly wounded men and 
to land them at Ymuiden. The skipper of the 
Ems immediately consented, and the veasel re- 
turned with the wounded at once to Ymuiden. 
The German wounded, who were horribly 
mutilated, were conveyed to a Red Cross hos- 
pital, where doctors and nurses immediately 
ave them the requisite attention. A number 
of ambulances are being kept in readiness near 
the harbour, as a German destroyer has re- 
quested assistance, and is expected to enter the 
harbour. The vessel is badly damaged, and her 
funnel has been blown away. 

Reports state that the battle took place off 
the Flémish coast between about eleven German 
and British vessels. One German destroyer is 
reported to have been sunk, while others were 
heavily damaged. 

According to the TJ'yd's correspondent, the 
German vessels which this morning were en- 
aged with the British naval forces belong to 
the Sixth Division of the Home Fleet. 

The message adds that the German Fleet ap- 
pears to have intended to make a-raid, but was 
discovered in time and driven back to Heligo- 
land, while portion of the German yessels were 
forced against the Flemish coast. Various Ger- 
man destroyers are said “to be seriously 
damaged. It is said that certain warships have 
been sunk, but particulars are lacking. Some 
damaged German vesséls took hefuge in Zee- 
brugge.

DEAD MEN FROZEN TO 


DECKS. 


(TIMES WAR TELEGRAM, PER PRESS 
ASSOCIATION.) 
AMSTERDAM, TveEspay, 

A. German destroyer (No. V 69) was towed 
into Ymuiden by three Dutch tugs. She wag 
unable to proceed under her own steam. I saw 
the damaged torpedo boat on its arrival at 
Ymutden.. Her torpedo tubes were knocked 
sideways, and her signal tower, searchlights, 
one funnel, and the bridge were destroyed. The 
damage was caused partly by gunfire, and 
partly, apparently, by ramming by a British 
warship, which made a deep indentation in the 
German torpedo boat’s side. I noticed the 
German flag still fluttering over the damaged 
vessel, which presented everywhere the appear- 
ance of having been badly mauled. The crew 
were greatly reduced by casualties. Groups 
of men were still aboard, looking from the 
deck to the quay. Access to the. vessel was 
prevented by a German. marine standing on 
guard with a fixed bayonet, to repel intruders. 
Despite many degrees of frost, one or two 
German sailors, stripped to the waist, were 
washing off the battle stains in the open air. 

I heard that only 80 of a crew of 
160 remain, besides ten severely wounded, 
who were taken off earlier, while twenty less 
severely wounded were removed on arrival—a 
grisly spectacle, with their blood-stained gar- 
ments. 

One man’s arm, which had been plown cft, 
hung in the rigging, frozen hard. The Com- 


‘mander had both his arms shot off, and died in 


Ymuiden Hospital shortly after arrival. 

lt is reported that a number of the crew went 
overboard, and were drowned. A wounded 
marine sergeant on being removed, said—‘‘ We 
don’t want to fight, but we must.” The vessel 
had no distinguishing marks, but on one funnel 
there was the letter B, on a yellow ground. 

CONFLICTING REPORTS. 
4.40 p.m. 

There are conflicting) reports concerning Cap- 
tain Boehm, of the V 69. One says that he 
is dead. From another source I learn that 
he is still living, and is endeavouring to repair 
his vessel in order to leave within twenty- 
four hours. The vessel’s engines are said to be 
undamaged, and the steering apparatus de- 
fective. . | 

Four officers were killed. 
are on board. 

The total number of the vessel's. casualties is 
uncertain, but so far as has been ascertained 
there are eight killed, ten severely and five 
slightly wounded: 


THE ENCOUNTER. 


Further inquiries indicate that ten British 
vessels, cruisers and torpedo boats, met twelve 
German destroyers. Torpedo Boat V 69 had a 
mixed crew, the men’s uniforms indicating that 
they belong to the German Home Fleet, and 
the High Seas Fleet, Sixth, Twelfth, and Four- 
teenth Torpedo Boat Flotillas. It is supposed 
that the crew represents the men rescued from 
Various vessels. 

The fight began at two a.m. to-day, and 
lasted several hours. The first shot struck the 
bridge of V 69, killing the Division Commander, 
Cornette Captain Schultz, with two officers 
beside him. A running fight ensued. 

The crew of the V 69 state 
that some of the German yessels engaged sought 
refuge at Zeebrugge, and others fied north. 
An unconfitmed rumour is current that the 
German wounded sailors said ten German 
vessels were sunk. I give this with all reserve. 

P.M. 
Boehm is unwounded. He is now 
discussing with the Duteh Commandant whether 
he and his men and his vessel are to be in- 
terned. The Germans asked for accommoda- 
tion for the crew of the V 69 ashore. This 
was granted, and the crew are coming ashore 
to be housed in the naval barracks at Ymuiden, 

The V 69 is a vessel of 1,200 tons. The 
damage is mainly to the officers’ cabins. - The 
damage to the steering apparatus is now said to 
be irreparable, and it is, therefore, supposed 
that it will be impossible for the vessel to 
leave within twenty-four hours, Cornette 
Captain Schultz, commanding the flotilla, was 
killed early in the action by a shell, which 
struck the wheel. Two officers—Faust and 
Hannover—-beside and the man at the 
wheel. were Only their hair was 
singed. 

When the fight began at 2 a.m. the V 69 was 
attacked from several sides, and received one of 
the first shells, which carried away her bridge. 
The steering wheel was destroyed, and the vessel 
was now paralysed so far as steering gear was 
concerned. She was, therefore, compelled to 
steer by ber screws. She endeavoured to escape 
to the North, but other projectiles hit her, 
causing casualties, : 

V 69 BEGINS TO LEAK. 

About four in the morning a large British 
destroyer approached at full speed, and tried to 
ram her. The attempt} was unsuccessful, be- 
cause the impact was dt direct, but the funnel 
fell, and V 69 then began to leak. She was, 
however, able to proceed slowly North. 

Nothing definite is known as to the fate 
of the remaining vessels. It is believed that the 
submarines were employed on the German side, 
because a German submarine was observed. by 
the Dutch naval guards in Dutch territorial 
waters; she was chased by Dutch craft, sub- 
merged, and escaped. 

Lieutenant-Commander Boehm requested of 
the local Dutch commandant that no decision 
concerning the internment should be announced. 
even if the vessel should be unable to : 
within twenty-four Hours. 

The bodies will be buried here. 
bodies may be sent to Germany. 

Liceutenant-Commander Boehm made no state. 
ment whatever about the battle, and the Dutch 
local authorities are unable to make any an- 
nouncement, 

When the German destroyer arrived at 
Ymuiden the eight members of her crew. who 
had been killed, were frozen hard to the deck 
and it was necessary to. employ axes 
in order to detach the dead bodies, which were 
covered with a German flag.

CONCLUSION OF DR. 
WILSON’S ADDRESS.

FREE SEAS AND A WOBLD 
MONROE DOCTRINE. 


The followng is the concluding portion of 
President Wilson’s address to the United 
States Senate on the subject of universal peace 
and the means of ensuring and maintaining it. 
The first part of the address was printed in our 
first edition yesterday :— : 

Mankind is looking now for freedom of life, 
not for equipoises of power. And there is a 
deeper thing involved than even equality of 
right among organised nations. No peace can 
last, or ought to last, which does not recog- 
nise and accept the principle that Govern- 
ments derive all their just powers from the 
consent of the governed, and that no right any- 
where exists to hand peoples about from 
potentate to potentate as if they were pro- 
perty. I take it for granted, for instance, if I 
may. venture upon a single example, that 
statesmen everywhere are agreed that there 
should be a united, independent, and auto- 
nomous Poland, and that henceforth inviolable 
security of life, of worship, and of industrial 
and social development should be guaranteed 
to all peoples who have lived hitherto under 
the power of Governments devoted to a faith 
and purpose -hostile to their own. I speak of 
this, not because of any desire to exalt an 
abstract political principle which has always 
been held very dear by those who have sought 
to build up liberty in America, but for the 
same reason that I have spoken of the other 
conditions of peace which seem to me clearly 
indispensable—because I wish frankly to un- 
cover realities. Any peace which does not re- 
cognise and accept this principle will inevitably 
be upset. It will not rest upon the affections 
or the convictions of mankind. The ferment of 
spirit of whole populations will fight subtly and 
constantly against it, and all the world will 
sympathise. The world can be at peace only if 
its life is stable, and there can be no. stability 
where the will is in rebellion, where there is 
not tranguillity of spirit, and a sense of justice, 
of freedom, and of right. 


FREEDOM OF THE SEAS. 

So far as practicable, moreover, every great 
people now struggling towards a full develop- 
ment of its resources and of its powers shouid 
be assured a direct outlet to the great high- 
ways of the sea. Where this cannot be dono 
by the cession of territory, it no doubt ean be 
done by the neutralisation of direct rights of 
way under the general guarantee which will 
assure the peace itself. With a right comity 
of arrangement no nation néed be shut away 
from free access to the open paths of the 
world’s commerce. And the paths of the sea 
must alike in law and in fact be free. The 
freedom of the seas is the sine gua non of 
peace, equality, and co-operation. No doubt, 
a somewhat radical reconsideration of many of 
the rules of international practice hitherto 
thought to be established may be necessary in 
order to make the seas, indeed, free and 
common in practically all circumstances for the 
use of mankind, but the motive for such 
changes is convincing and compelling. There 
can be no trust or intimacy betweén the 
peoples of the world without them. The free, 
constant, unthreatened intercourse of nations 
is an essential part of the process of peace 
and of development. It need not be difficult 
either to define or to secure the freedom of the 
seas if the Governments of the world sincerely 
desire to come to ah agreemont concérning it, 
It 1s a problem closely connected with the 
limitation of naval armaments, and the co- 
operation of the navies of the world in keép- 


question of limiting naval. armaments opens 
the wider and, perhaps, more difficult question 
of the limtation of armies and of all pro- 
grammes of military preparation. Difficult and 
delicate as these questions are, they must be 
faced with the utmost candour, and decided in 
a spirit of real accommodation if peace lis to 
come with healing in its wings, and come to 
stay. Peace cannot be had without concession 
and sacrifice. There can be no sense of safety 
and equality among the nations if great and 
preponderating armaments are henceforth to 
continue here and there to be built up and 
maintaned The statesmen of the world must 
plan for peace, and nations must adjust and 
accommodate their policy to it as they have 
planned for war, and made ready for pitiless 
contest and rivalry. ‘The question of arma- 
ments, whether on land or on sea, is the most 
immediately and intensely practical question 
vonnected with the futuré fortunes of nations 
and of mankind. 


A WORLD “ MONROE DOCTRINE.” 

I have spoken upon these great matters with- 
out reserve and with the utmost explicitness, 
because it has seemed to me to be necessary if 
the world’s yearning desire for peace was any- 
where to find free voice and utterance. Per- 
haps I am the only person in high authority 
amongst all the peoples of the world who is at 
liberty to speak and hold nothing back. I am 
speaking as an individual, and yet I am speak- 
ing also, of course, as the responsible head of 
a great Government, and I feel confident that 
I have said what the people of the United 
States would wish me to say. May I not add 
that I hope and believe that I am in effect 
speaking for Liberals and friends of humanity 
in every nation, and of every programme cf 
liberty? I would fain believe that I am speak: 
ing for the silent mass.of mankind everywhere 
who have yet had no place or opportunity to 
speak their real hearts out concerning the death 
and ruin they see to have,come already upon 
the persons and the homes they hold most dear. 
And in holding out the expectation that the 
people and Government of the United States 
will join the other civilised nations of the world 
in guaranteeing the permanence of peace upon 


‘such terms as I have named, I spéak with the 


greater boldness and confidence, because it is 
clear to every man who can think that there is in 
this promise no break in either our traditions 
or our policy as a nation, but a fulfilment rather 
of all that we have professed or striven for. 
Í am proposing, as.it were, that the nations 
should with one accord adopt the doctrine of 
President Monroe as the doctrine of the worid: 
that no nation should seek to extend its polity 
over any other nation or people, but that every 
people should be left free to determiné its own 
polity, its own way of development, unhindered, 
unthreatened, unafraid, the little along with the 
great and powerful. 


SUMMARY OF PROPOSALS. 

[ am proposing that all nations henceforth 
avoid entangling alliances, which would draw 
them into competitions of pewer; catch them in 
a net of intrigue and selfish rivalry, and disturb 
their own affairs with influences intruded from 
without. There is Wo etitafivling álliance ín a 
concert of power. When all unite to act in the 
same sense and with the same purpose, all act in 
the common interest, and are free to live their 
own lives under a common protection. I am pro- 
posing government by the consent of the 
governed; that freedom of the seas which in 
international conference after conference, repre- 
sentatives of the people of the United States 
have urged with the eloquence of those who ere 
the convinced disciples bf liberty; and that 
moderation of armaments which makes cf 
armies and navies a power for order merely, 
not an instrument of aggression or of selfish 
violence: These are American  principies, 
American policies. We could stand for no 
others. And yet they are the principles ‘and 
policies of forward-looking men and women 
everywhere, of every modern nation, of every 
enlightened community. They are the principles 
of mankind, and must -prevail, 

President Wilson spoke for half an hour. The 
members of the Senate and Cabinet packed the 
galleries, listening with oy attention. There 
was a-tremendous burst of applause when the 
President concluded. 

The Senate then attended to its regular busi- 
ness. 

Senator Lafollette, Republican, voiced the 
sentiment of most of his hearers in saying, “ We 
have just passed through an important hour in 
the life of the world.” 

Some Republicans, however, in private, ex- 
pressed doubts as to the propriety of the speech.

OFFICIAL TRIED BY COURT"

A General Courtmartial was held yesterday at 
Dublin, to try a cha 
a against James Ryan, Secretary se ti 
imerick County Board of the Gaelic Athletic 
Association, of having. refused to disclose to 
Sif Bryan Mahon, when asked to do so, where 
and from whom he obtained a copy or & 
of a secret and confidential document issued 
from the -head office of the Royal Irish Con-. 
stabulary, Dublin Castle, to the officers of the 
force throughout the country, which docu- 
ments related to the duties of the Constabu- 
lary at Gaelic Athletic meetings, and which 
were called “ crime special circulars. These 
documents were read in the Petty Sessions 
Court at New Pallas, Co. Limerick, on Decem- 
ber 12th by Mr. H. O’B. Moran, solicitor, while 
defending Mr. Ryan from a charge of obstruc® 
ing the police in the discharge of théir duty, 
inasmuch as he did not admit them to a field 
in which a hurling match was being played 
without paying the entrance fee of ód. each. 
On Monday the trial of Mr. Moran for having 
published the documents in question concluded. 
essrs. Powell, K.C., and EE. Lupton (in- 
structed by the Chief Crown Solicitor) appeared 
for the prosecution. - 

Mr. Chambers, K.C.; Mr. J. A. Ronayne, 
and Mr. J. F. Carney (instructed by Mr, James 
Brady) appeared for the accused. 

Brigadier-General W. H. M. Lowe, ©.B., 
Commanding Reserve Cavalry Brigade, pre- 
sided over the Court, the members of which 
were those who constituted the Court on the 
trial of Mr. Moran. 

Mr. Kenneth Marshall, 
acted as Judge Advocate. 

Mr. Powell, stating the case for the prosecu- 
tion, said the charge against the accused was 
brought under Regulation 53 of the Regulations 
made under the provisions óf the Defence of the 
Realm (Consolidated) Acts, 1914. In pursuance 
of that regulation General Mahon, the Com- 
petent Military Authority for Ireland, made an 
order which was served upon the accused in 
Limerick, requiring him to attend at the Head- 
quarters of the Irish Command, Parkgate, Dub- 
lin, on Friday, January 5th, 1917, at 12 o’clock 
noon, for the purpose of furnishing information 
as to from whom he obtained the documents in 
question, The accused wrote in reply that he 
declined to furnish the information asked for. 
as it was a matter of privilege between his 
solicitor and himself. The accused did, how- 
ever, on January 5th, attend at the Irish 
Military Headquarters, and in the presence of 
Colonel Stanton he was asked by General 
Mahon the questions indicated in ‘the order, im 
reference to the two police circulars which had 
been read in the Petty Sessions Court on the 
12th December last. The accused refused to 
answer any of the questions, aad he was there 
and then arrested. 

Colonel Stanton, Assistant Adjutant-General, 
Headquarters, Irish Command,, examined by 
Mr. Powell, said he was present: when the 
accused was interrogated by General! Mahon. 
Regulation 53 was read out to-Ryan, and he 
said he understood it. General Mahon asked 
the accused on what date he received a copy or 
copies of the secret and confidential documents

Irish Constabulary, Dublin Castle, relating to 
the duties of the police at hurling matches. He 
was also asked from whom he obtained the docu- 
ments, and under what circumstances he re- 
ceived them. There were only four questions, 
and the accused declined to answer any of them. 
He was then arrested, and he was in custody 
since. “ 

CROSS-EXAMINATION. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Chambers—Was he 
asked if he had in fact received such documents 
at all? No. 

I take it that no notice that he had the right 
to be tried before a jury was served upon him? 
No. 

You were aware that there was a proclama- 
tion issued by the King in April last? Yes. 

And that that proclamation was issued at a time, 
of grave disorder and peril in this country? Yes. 

Generally speaking, that state of affairs has 
passed away? Oh, yes. 

I take it that you would not suggest that 
Ireland was now in anything like a state of 
war? No. 

Or in any military emergency at the 
ment? No. 

And that there was nothing of that kind ex- 
isting in December last? No. 

This closed the evidence for the prosecution. 

At the request of Mr. Chambers, District In- 
spector McGettrick was called. In answer to 
counsel, the witness said the documents were 
read in Court by Mr. Moran, and were not put 
in as evidence. Ryan was.acquitted by the 
magistrates. A case waa stated by them for 
the High Court, but it was abandoned. 

CSOUNSEL’S ADDRESS. 

Mr. Chambers, in his address to the Court, 
said the case was in a curtous- ; nae 
much as they weretasked, without the slightest 
proof of the existence of the circulars, to find 
that the accused had knowledge of them. They 
were asked to assume that such documents 
were in existence. They should not bring into 
this case anything that occurred in the case of 
Mr. Moran. The prosecution was‘*botind to 
prove the existence of the documents, and that 
the accused had the means of publishing them. 
He was not charged with having published 
them. There was a charge against Mr. Moran 
in identical terms to this against 
Ryan, but that charge. had been 
withdrawn. The accused was never asked if he 
had these documents in his possession, and yet 
he was charged with having refused to give in- 
formation as to where and from whom he had 
obtained them. If it were proved that the man 
had the information, and that he had refused 
to disclose it, then he would have brought him- 
self within the regulation. There was not a 
particle of truth in the statement made on the 
bee day that Moran had got the document 
rom Ryan. There was no evidence of that, 
and it waa not true. He suggested that the 
Court should not take cognisance of anything 
that was not properly proved before them. It 
was perfectly apparent that there was leakage 
somewhere. He did not know where and he 
did not suggest where. But where was the evi- 
dence that these documents ever reached the 
possession of Ryan? They would recollect that 
Mr. Moran said he got the documents at some 
time between the time at which he received 
instractions for the defence of Ryan and the 
date on which he made publication of them. 
There were many avenues through which the 
solicitor could have received them without the 
knowledge of his client. If the accused had 
said, ' [ know, but,I wont tell you,' he would 
have bronght himself within the terms of the 
regulation. But take it that Ryan had got the 
documents, what was he asked to do? He was 
asked by. the Crown to make himse]jf the most 
objectionable charaeter this country ever held 
a person who gave away his friend, and who 
acted as an informer and a traitor. The Court 
could not act upon suspicion that Ryan had the 
documents. His defence was that the Crown 
had wholly failed to give one shred of evi- 
dence or proof that Ryan had the information 
that he was asked for, and that he deliberately

that no notice was served on the accused telling 
him that he had the right to elect, if he chose, 
to be tried before a jury, and that being so this 
Court lacked jurisdiction. ; 

MR. POWELL’S REPLY. 


Mr. Powell, in his reply, explained that as 
the King’s preclamation superseding the civil 
law was still in force, or at least had not been 
withdrawn, the right of the accused to be tried 
by a jury in this case did not exist. Mr. Moran’s 
advocate had said on the previous day that his 
client eseaped the consequences of his act 
because he got the documents from Ryan; and 
now Ryan's advocate stated that Mr. Moran got 
them from somebody else. The regulation under 
the Defence of the Realm Act stated that it 
was the duty of any person when stopped and 
asked by a soldier, a constable, or:a sailor to 
answer any reasonable question put to him. A 
soldier might stop him (Mr, Powell) and ask 
him where he was going or where he was com- 
ing from, and what he had in his possession, 
and if he failed to answer, while the proclama- 
tion was in force, he would be liable to arrest 
and prosecution. Assuming that the accused 
had not had possession of the documents, all 
he had to do was to say “ [ know nothing about 
them.” That may not have been the truth, but 
it would have been a good answer, But he 
declined to answer at all, and that, the re- 
gulation said, he could not do without being 
guilty of an offence. 

The Judge Advocate, summing up, said the 
Court wonld have no hesitation in saying that 
the King’s proclamation had not been with-

Either because she was too badly 
damaged to undertake the journey until repairs 
had been effected, or because her retreat had 
been cut off, she sought shelter off Ymuiden, 
anchoring possibly in Dutch territorial waters. 
That incident may have a sequel, At any rate, 
the fate of the’ dayship must have caused ~con- 
fusion, if not panic, on board the other craft. 
It. was evidently in the first encounter, ‘‘ not far 
from the Dutch coast,” that the Germans were 
most, severely handled. It was in the second 
fight that we lost a destroyer. That action— 
“short and sharp’’—occurred about midway be- 
tween Zeebrugge and the Hook.of Holland—a 
“run” which the Germans have mich affected 
during the past few months. ‘‘ Our ships suffered 
no other casualties.”’ There is consolation in 
that official statement, and on the balance of the 
night’s work the Germans sustained losses: which 
were evidently much greater than the modest 
claim of our Admiralty. 


VICTORY IN THB “SCRAP.” 


Telegraphing last night from an East Coast 
port, the correspondent of the Waily Maz 
says—Our men are pleased at having once again 
made the acquaintance of a portion of the 
German Navy. That they have left an indelible 
mark on the enemy flotilla no doubt is enter- 
tained here, for apart from the enemy loss 
announced officially their boats are known to 
have suffered very considerably. The “ scrap”’ 
is regarded as a British victory, and whatever 
object. the enemy ships had in venturing from 
the shelter of their harbour, that object hope- 
lessly failed. The survivors of the. British 
destroyer were landed to-day.

For him. who desires peace throughout the 
world, the way to contribute to bringing it 
about is to declare war on the assassins. 
_M. Alfred Capus writes in the Figaro :—Pre- 
sident Wilson’s mess is a fine conception of 
peace and happiness, but it does not take into 
account the war which is being waged. How 
can this conception be réalised ? ever, per- 
haps, has the pacifist dream been expressed in 
loftier terms. But one is aghast at the pro- 
digious distance separating the dream from the 
reality. The one condition on which it might 
have a chance of being realised would be the 
non-existence of Germany, whose racial instincts 
of voracity will be ¢verlastingly in opposition to 
President Wilson’s noble aspirations.

“THE STORY OF DUBLIN.” 


MR. DAVID CHART’S LECTURE, 


Last night, under the auspices of Zion Church 
literary society, Kathgar, Mr, David Arthur Unart, 
M.A., M.it.a.A., gave a lecture entilied ' The Story 
of bublin, with many time iantern illustrations. Mr. 
Chart showed tliat he had weil mastered the history 
of the Irish capital, hough his lecture was evi- 
demtiy the outeome of earnest study, it was en- 
iivened here and there with humerous touches which 
set forth the contrast between the past and the 
present. He said, at the commencement, that Dub- 
lin was “no Mean city,’ and that it had no mean 
history, and he was sure that it was destined to 
have no mean future, He then dealt briefly with 
its history. An interesting point was mentioned in 
his account of the eugagement Known ag the Baitle 
of Rathmines, which occurred during Cromwell's 
wars in Ireland. The lecturer was inclined to think 
that most of that fighting took place in the neigh- 
bourhood of Leeson street and Baggot street. In 
the 17th century. one learned, there were three 
greens where Dublin people could graze their cattle 
—~Stephen’s Green, College Green, and Oxmanstown 
Green. All that you can now see of College Green, 
it was observed, is the piece of green in front of 
Trinity Collegt, where are the statues of Burke and 
Goldsmith, Stephen's Green fared better. and, in 
the 18th century, it was quite a promenade. 
Towards the close of the 17th century there was 
begun a series of public buildings which 
Dublin one of the most famous cities in the world. 
Hospital, which is of that period, are, Mr 
thinks, the members of the St. John Ambulance 
Brigade, who do the same work. He remarked of 
the Port of Dublin that it had been going gradually 
further and further down the river. As the mer. 
chants came down the bridges were built behind 
them. The port, in his opinion, owes very little to 
nature and very much to art and industry. In 
the 18th century Dublin wae encircled by a road 
upon which the poor were turned to work if the 
times were had, The lecturer said, in conclusion 
that the people now had hopes that the city would 
arise like the Phenix which was associated 
with its park, and he in the future even more 
beautiful than it had heen in the past, (Applause.)

Sir,—Having attended farmers’ meetings in 
Westmeath -and studied the opinions of prac- 
tical men, I venture to make some suggestions 
to increase the present food supply, and also 
to dip into the future. The &cheme is excellent 
trom a general point of view, but in detail 
lacks much common-sense. The word “tillage ” 
is not defined. One acre of potatoes or tur- 
nips is worth four acres of corn. Why is 
there no difference made when fixing the 10 
per cent.? Manured crops require about ten 
times as much labour, and the cost of fertilis- 
ing is enormous. Manured crops, such as pota- 
toes, turnips, and cabbages, should count four 
times as much as corn; the latter should count 
twice »< much as land laid down in ryegrass. 

Are the prices laid down for corn the 
maximum, and are they equal to that paid for 
importations? Is the Government giving 
higher pres for imported wool than for home 
produce? Numbers of people have been sell- 
ing timber. Would not this be an opportune 
time for planting? The Department should 
fix the number of trees to be planted per acre, 
and include this in their 10 per cent. of tillage. 

What will happen to people who have set 
their lands by the eleven months and gone to 
the war? 1 am personally interested in this 
question, and know others. We all want to 
win the war, but will insist on being consulted 
in our farming work. I think the general 
opinion is that the Department of Agriculture 
should be done away with. Leave the matter 
in the hands of the County Councils and let 
the premiums for sires be awarded at the 
agricultural shows.—Yours, ete.,

DUNDALK SOLICITOR’S AFFAIRS. 


In the Chancery Division yesterday, before the 
Master of the Rolls, in the matter of John Mac- 
ay v. Thomas |.

Serjeant Matheson (instructed) by Messrs. Ben- 
nett Lhompson and McNeill) applied on behalf of 
the asignees in bankruptcy of Mr. John Mackay, 
solicitor, Dundalk, for an order giving them leave 
to intervene in and attend the proceedings at 
Chambérs in the matter of the estate of Bernard 
Botle,. deceased, for the purpose of saferuarding 
the interesis of the creditors in bankruptcy. The 
first intimation which Mr. Hollinshead got of what 
Was going on in Chambers was a notice of sur- 
charge against Mr. Mackay which would appar- 
ently have the effect of making him. indebted to 
the estate, although there was in fact a large 
sum stilldue to him for costs. Mr. Mackay had 
discharged himself of all moneys that passed 
through his hands in reward to that estate. as 
found by, the Chief. Clerk’s certificate, A motion to 
discharge the Chief Clerk's certificate was insti- 
tuted by Mr. Robert Dickie, acting for a Mr. 
Joseph Revells, and the whole thing sought to be 
re-opened. The extraordinary thing about this case, 
remarked counsel, was that Mr. Mackay was en- 


supposed, and advantage was taken of his going 
over to America to get married to file a petition 
against him on the ground that he had left the 
country to avoid his creditors. His business, which 
was carried on in his absence, could have been 
Sold for £3,000 to a well-known Dublin solicitor, 
but the bankruptcy stopped that, and it was after- 
wards sold for £1,100. 

Mr. James Henry (instructed by Mr. Robert 
Dickie) appeared for Mr. Revells, and said he did 
not In any Way oppose the intervention of the 
official assignee. So far as Mr. Dickie was con- 
cerned, he submitted that everything he had done 
was “in order, and that he had done everything to 
bring the matter under the notice of the official 
assignee.

David Telford, the liquidator, for directions as to 
what course he should take with regard to the sale 
of the Lakeside Hotel, Killaloe, for which a private 
offer of £525 had been received, and also with 
regard to an offet of £25 for a small) motor garage 
at Waterville.

Counsel said. everything had 
been paid off except the debentures, and the hotel 
and the garage were now the only assets undis- 
posed of. The Lakeside Hotel and full equipment 
had been advertised for sale as a going concern, 
but there were no biddings at the anction. Snub- 
requentiy an offer was made to purchase at £1,500, 
That offer was not accepted. The furniture was 
then sold separately and realised £1,292. Tho 
liquidator recommended the acceptance of the two 
offers now made of £525 and £25 for the hotel 
premises and garage. Counsel said all parties in- 
terested had been informed of the present applica- 
tion. 

The Maater of the Rolls made an order accepting 
the offer of £525 for the hotel and £25 for the 
garage. He allowed the liquidator 5 per cent. com- 
mission on the sale of the furniture, hotel, and 
garage in full discharge of his remuneration.
